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U.N. in Urgent 
Mideast Talks 


Fighting Erupts Along River 
After Jordanian Mine Explodes 


UNITED 
NATIONS, N.Y. 


(AP) - The U.N. Security 
Council was summoned into ur- 
gent debate today on the Arab- 
Israeli crisis after a major air 
and artillery clash on the Jor- 
danian front Friday. 


Today's session comes only 


six days after the council 
threatened strong action against 
the parties to any more "grave 
violations" of the U.N. spon- 
sored cease-fire that halted the 
Arab-Israeli war last June. 


The 15-nation rouncil received 


demands for action, late Friday 
night from Jordan and Israel. 


Fighting exploded early Fri- 


day in the Beisan Valley along 
the Jordan River after four Is- 
raeli civilians were killed when 
a landmine blew up their trail- 
er. 


By late morning Jordanian 


and Israeli artillery had opened 
up on each other across the Jor- 
dan River. Soon after, Israel 
dispatched jet bombers which 
pounded the Jordanian gun posi- 
tion for more than five hours.

Eventually this could free the 
world from its age-old depend- 
ence on real gold as the basis 
for currency. 


Of the 10, only France ,was 


still holding back its consent to 
put the system of Special Draw- 
ing Rights (SDRs)—the paper 
gold—into operation. SDRs were 
given conditional approval at a 
meeting of finance ministers in 
Rio de Janeiro last September.

U.S. Green Beret advisers used 
information from four prison- 
ers, including a woman, to set 
up one trap in Phu Yen Prov- 
ince, 265 miles northeast of Sai- 
gon, a U.S. spokesman said. 


The Green Berets directed ar- 


tillery fire into a suspected Viet 
Cong base camp and set up the 
ambush along one of the with- 
drawal routes. An enemy force 
of unknown size came down the 
trail several hours later and the 
irregulars, waiting until the ene- 


lar was reported killed and sev- 
en wounded.

$20 million. The store was 
closed and dfficials said they 
did not know when it could be 
reopened.

Carson's, firemen rushed to a 
blaze a block away at Mont 
gomery Ward & Co. One hoitf 
after the second blaze, firemen 
were sent to Wieboldt's, Inc. 
which is across Madison Stree 
from Carson's.

fires but several firemen were 
treated for smoke inhalation.

THE POST- CRESCENT Militant Reserve Down to Bare Bones 
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Delusions Over the Pacification Program 


Representative Richard Schweiker of 


.Pennsylvania has charged that the Penta- 
gon has unnecessarily put a classified stamp 
on a report about the pacification program 
in South Vietnam. The action was taken, 
suggests Congressman Schweiker, because 
the report's conclusion wasn't very optimis- 
tic. 


Meanwhile a former official on General 


.William Westmoreland's staff has resigned 
from his position with the 
pacification 


program. Says Sidney Roche, "it's not a 
question whether we did the right thing 
four or five years ago. It's a question of 
trying to extncate ourselves and save 
Southeast Asia for our side. We're not 
going to do it unless we face realities and 
make some changes. We have 20,000 dead 
. so far and, God forbid, we're going to have 
.another 20,000 dead if we continue as we 
are ... It hasn't worked in four years and it 
won't work now." 


Roche ended his 27 year military career 


as plans officer in charge of defense 
planning on Westmoreland's staff in 1965. 
A year later he returned to Vietnam to 
serve with the United States mission as a 
civilian advisor to the Fifth Division of the 
South Vietnamese Army and in the mis- 
sion's planning and pacification program 
around Saigon. 


Specifically Roche charges that "United 


States aid programs in Vietnam have been 
wasteful . . . Programs are badly managed 
. . . Supervision has been nonexistent and 
many struggle with the idea that somehow 
we will win by the sheer weight of our 
expenditures . . . the pacification 
program 


. . . is poorly supervised 
This is not 


surprising when one realizes that the 
Central Intelligence Agency . . . is the 
principal supervisor ... American men are 
dying this very day because of faulty 
tactics devised and ordered from Washing- 
ton, tactics which limit the choice of 
targets, prescribe types of weapons and 
define military objectives ... The Army of 
the Republic of Vietnam may very well be 
the worst army in all of Asia . . . Its 
leadership is ineffectual, poorly trained 
and head over heels in graft and corrup- 
tion. The army is quite content to sit in 
camps, take their share of the graft and 
corruption and let the United States Army 
do the fighting and take the casualties." 


The report on the pacification program 


to which Congressman Schweiker alludes 
was drawn up by the Institute for Defense 
Analysis under contract to the Defense 
Department. It studied the program from 
September. 1966 to April, 1967 and, 
according to Schweiker. concluded that 
pacification wasn't getting very far. This is 
completely in contrast to the glowing 
reports of success that came from both 
General Westmoreland and Robert Komer, 
head of the pacification program. It also 
warned "that United States military supe- 
riority will not be enough to bring success 
in Vietnam," said Schweiker. 


There is nothing startlingly new about 


either Roche's complaints or the conclu- 
sions of the report. They are only two more 
indications of the delusions under which 
the Administration continues to conduct 
the war and other faltering programs in 
Vietnam. 


Discrimination Against Female Astronauts 


Critics of our society have charged that 


our culture is becoming oversexed. They 
cite the success of the Playboy philosophy 
and magazine, the rising divorce rate, the 
emphasis on passionate love and courtship 
in popular music and new fashions which 
xeveal increasingly more of the feminine 
figure. 


It is possible to see both a humorous 


and a legitimate side to these charges. 
Some persons might trace the problem 
back to giving the right to vote to the 
female sex earlier in this century. There is 
no doubt that women since then have risen 
to a more equal status with men. The lack 
of manpower during the wars and the 
increasing level of the average woman's 
education have helped bring equality. 


Discrimination between sexes still ex- 


ists, however, and one apparent instance of 


this recently was disclosed by an aerospace 
engineer, who noted that studies of manned 
space missions to planets do not deal with 
the possibilities of the opposite sex as crew 
members. Lawrence E. Jenkins feels that 
emotional stability could be provided by 
women functioning as part of the crew. 
Besides the psychological reasons he cites, 
there are female scientists who are interest- 
ed in becoming astronauts. 


The aerospace engineer's point might 


appear humorous at first, but it is well- 
taken. Although men can survive without 
women, a woman's companionship on a 
three-year interplanetary flight would seem 
to be a definite asset to the well-being of an 
astronaut. This is one area in which the 
Russians have shown us what is possible. 
The U.S. should have women astronauts 
also. 


fresh Breezes in Poland

It has been generally assumed, despite 


the student demonstrations in Poland and 
growing unrest at the universities among 
intellectuals, that the 
government 
of 


Wladyslaw Gomulka would take repressive 
measures rather than make concessions. 
But Gomulka's recent switch from blaming 
the Jews for all the trouble is at least a 
small indication of the extent of the 
pressure. 


Poland's current troubles differ from 


the signs of fresh breezes in Czechoslovakia 
in that the reformers in Prague are 
Communists while the opposition in Poland 
In general does not consist of party 
members. What is sometimes difficult for 
Americans to understand is that commu- 
nism has a variety of spokesmen and they 
do not always sound alike. 
- . In Yugoslavia, for instance, Tito has the 
freest economy of the Communist world, 
almost complete independence of control 
from Moscow, and a considerable amount 
of industrial competition but within a 
framework of Socialist ownership. Poland 
also abandoned collective farms but has 
never gone as far as Yugoslavia in cutting 
ties to Moscow or in permitting literary 
liberty. Yugoslavia has now released its 
most severe critic, Milovan Diilas, but he 
has agreed not to give political interviews 
lor five years. 
. 
The new leaders in Romania and 


Czechoslovakia have obviously come to the 
conclusion that their economic futures 


demand a turning to the West rather than 
artificial ties with the Soviet Union. Poland 
is unlikely to veer very much in that 
direction and East Germany is at the most 
controlled end of the spectrum, bewildered 
and fearful because of West German 
successful wooing of the other Eastern 
European nations. The Czechs are even 
suggesting a political freedom to opposition 
parties that has been unheard of in the 
Communist world. 


There has never been a freely elected 


Communist regime and Communist power 
has always been maintained with military 
force. But the changes in Eastern Europe 
and in the Soviet Union itself could mean 
the possibility of a Communist government 
actually accepted by the people. At least 
that seems to be the belief of some of the 
new Czech Communist leaders. 


If such a situation came about, there 


would have to be a considerable reassess- 
ment of the crusade against communism in 
the Western world and the viewpoint of 
Communist leaders who would use repres- 
sion and force to maintain themselves in 
power. Gomulka has the strength to put 
down those who riot. But there is bound to 
be comparisons by more and more Poles 
over the situation in their country and in 
the more liberalized and more economically 
healthy Communist regimes of Eastern 
Europe. It was indeed just such a compari- 
son that led to the changes in Czechoslova- 
kia.

Vietnam war now claims more 
US. forces than are commit- 
ted to all other foreign coun- 
tries throughout the world. 


The war's demands plus 


other overseas requirements 
combine to tie down over 1.1 
million men. 


The Vietnam effort takes 


about 598,000 in all; other 
American c o m m i t m e n t s 
abroad involve over 566,500. 


One result: the amount of 


active duty manpower the 
United States could dispatch to 
emergency troublespots in out- 
of-the-way areas has dwindled 
considerably in recent months. 


A question currently con- 


fronting the Johnson adminis- 
tration is whether there should 
be some form of Army Re- 
serve or National Guard mo- 
bilization to bring the nation's 
so-called Strategic Reserve to 
a higher manpower level. 


Strategic Reserve is a broad 


term embracing the active 
duty forces at home which 
would be ordered out to meet 
unexpected military emergen- 
cies in other areas. 


Military men have generally 


thought of five divisions as the 
minimum size force for the 
Strategic Reserve role. 


Today, as a result of latest 


troop commitments to Viet- 
nam, the Strategic Reserve is 
down to four divisions, al- 
though the equivalent of a fifth 
is available. 


Sen. John Stennis, D-Miss., 


chairman of the Senate Pre- 
paredness Committee, recently 
reviewed the manpower situ- 
ation and declared: "We have 
got to call up men to replenish 
the divisions here at home.

involves 510,000 troops in South

In staff- 
ing, officing, salary, expense

The biennial budget is a 


clumsy and inefficient instru- 
ment. No one would seriously 
propose it for the national 
government, or even for the 
tiniest county 


Conceding that the legisla- 


ture has found ways to con- 
vene more than the one time 
contemplated in the Constitu- 
tion, it has done so in an extra- 
iegal and evasive way. Consti- 
tutional law should reflect the 
realities of public affairs, as 
this report has asserted so 
often in connection with the 
extra-legal accumulation of a 
long-term state debt in defi- 
ance of the literal prohibition of 
the constitution. 


PROBLEM OF IMAGE 


The problem here is one of 


the legislature's "image." It is 
the most criticized and least 
understood of the public insti- 
tutions of the state. Critics 
assail salary advances, quite 
ignoring the fact that there 
are other legislators in the 
stale, notably the aldermen 
and supervisors of Milwaukee 
who cry out for state financial 
help, who are paying them- 
selves far more. 


Critics also complain about 


more generous prerequisites, 


oblivious t o the luxurious 
standard that prevails in some 
of the administrative and in- 
stitutional services that is 
apparently immune to pub- 
lic scrutiny.
